Rossfs and the Situation of the Forelgn Poweis," 
M. Skalkovdky, the talented editor of the Novcid 
Vremya, bas written a ecmarkable, pamphlet, 


which ts now the topic of the day In diplomatic | 


chétes in Europe. The author begins by eriti. 
elsing the diplomatic policy of hls own Govern- 
ment, '"Qur diplomatists,"” he says, “In the 
internetlonal conferences which are taking place, 


are elther profoundly silent, or indulge now and | © 


then fo phrases which bave no meaniog if they 
are not Inscribed iu the official report of the pro- 
ceedings, They do notinvolvs the responsibility 
of the diplomatist who uttered them any more 
than that of the Government who ordere{ them 
to be made, Andit {s this vague situation which Is 
sopposed to be the ‘na plos ultra'ofthe diplomatic 
art.” The writer quotes tho case of a Rotstan 
diplomatist, who was thus described by All 
Pasha :—" Generally speaking, when somebody 
Nes, it ls the contrary that is trae, but with the 
the diplomatist la question, even if we accept 
the contrary, it ls always contrary'to the truth,” 
And aguio :—"' The Russians possess everything. 
necessary to make diplomatists, since the essen- 
tlal tralts of thelr character are cunning, hidden 
under a false bonhomile.” Among other Russian 
diplomatists who find no favour with the author 
may be mentioned M. do Glers, of whom Prince 
Lobanoff{s reported to have said “What can 
we expect from a man who has never been any- 
thing but a consul-general ?" 3 
Having disposed of his.own compatriots, M. 
Skalkovaky turns towards the French, onwhom he 
Is equally severe. He criticises In strong terms 
their fickle character and the morals of thelr go- 
verning classes. “The French,” he says, are so 
atable (a thelr polltical {deas_ and sympathies 
that lt ts always difficult to belleve In the possi- 
bility of thelr preserving for any length of time 
a line of conduct In thelr policy, They take 


-pleasare In attributing this tostability to thelr 


generosity. It would be more just to attribute 
{t to thelr egolmm, which imposes itself more and 
more:on the upper clacses, as the material well!» 
belng of the country Increases, The governing 
classes desire to enjoy Ia with the least possible 
tisk and effort. This ts why nothing could be 
more disagreeable to them than the idea of & 
war and the sacrifices which it would cotafl, 
France {s arming herself, making cannons, and 
constructing {ponclads, and the papers speak of 
the yevanchks, byt in reality the French desire 
nothing-better than to Ilve in peace, and to 


‘amuse themselves and amuse others so long as 


there Is no Immediate danger to be feared. In 


short, ttis ‘the policy of effacement which has |. 


been tanght in France daring the past twenty: 
five years,” ii 
Notwithstanding this censure, the author says 
he {s fond of France, ‘and approves of the Franco- 
Russlanallfance. “Itisinthe toterest of Russia,” 
he adds, In view of the maintenance of the 
Enropean eqatlibrium, that France shall not fall 
to the level of a Power of the second order. The 
two countries have a common enemy—England, 
who continues to follow a selfish and materialist 
policy, and who hopes to preserve her paramount 
inflacgce on tha ses, but who will find France 
In face of her, France alone among the great 
Powers possesses ports in the ocean to combat 
her. Thisfswhy England hates France, and 
why she has alwaye been her-rival, rejoicing in 
Her defeats, and sharing Ihe spollsof them. This 
explains why [twas urgent and necessary for 
France to seek arapprochment with Russi, In 
effect, the traditional policy of Russia hasalways 
been to open aroad to thesea through the Dardas 
belles and the Persian Gulf—that{stosay,toan- 


nibilate the ontversal power of Eogland.. Once 


there,Russta and France united would be able to | 


thwart Anglo-Italian Inflaence in tha Medlter- 
ranean, which threatens Algerls, Tusli and 
Corsica, The Franco-Rossian alliance can only 
be offensive. The two Powers havo nathlog to 
divide In the sphere of thefr reciprocal Influences, 
Oor Eastern affatrs have nothing todo with 


France, whereas {n Alrica, Egypt, Indo-China - 


and tho Far Fastour Interests aro lo common 
—that is to say, hostile to England, The Franco- 
Ranslan Atliance ts, therefore, an alliance against 
England,” us - 
Parsing on to Greece and her independence, 
It tu belfeved by some parsous that Rusala made 
herself the protector of that country partly ont 
of generoslty, Tots, it appears, Is a mistake:
